MIAMI, Fla, May 12 (UP).— 
Fourteen seamen died in the flaming 
wreckage of a medium-sized Dutch 


merchant ship kindled into a flery 
torch” by two torpedoes from two 
Axis submarines, survivors said to- 
day. 

The torpedoing was the twelfth) 
announced by the Navy since May 
4 from which survivors have been 
landed at Florida ports. 

Twenty men were saved, includ- 
ing the ship's master, Capt. Jo- 
hannes Gilstay, of Amsterdam, the 
Netherlands. 

He said that when the vessel was 
hit he gave orders immediately to 
launch the lifeboats. But so quickly 
did fire break out that the 14 men 
caught in their quarters below decks 
were unable to escape.
